May we so far disturb the minds of the fortu- 
nate publishers who are preparing for their sum- 
mer’s rest, as to remind them that at no time of 
the year is more hard work done at this office 
than during the heated term. It is not our choice 
but necessitated by the fact that the material we 
work up does not reach us until the summer has 
well'set in. Tools must be ready when the rest- 
ed workers return to handle them ; they make 
no allowance for delay when the rush of business 
is upon the trade, and the want of worked-up, 
ready, revised lists, would be not only an incon- 
venience, but a serious loss of time and business 
to the bookseller. : 

And yet, these facts being known, every year, 
without exception, the whole trade is inconveni- 
enced by a few publishers who, in their eagerness 
to get away from work and worry, rush off without 
remembering our requests, and without reflecting 
that a slight neglect, which seems so trivial at 
the dead season, may be felt later on in the busy 
season by themselves as well as others.

CATALOGUE ‘is recognized is shown by our ad- 
vance orders, which to-day have reached nearly 
20,000 copies-—the largest number we have had 
since the educational publishers have adopted 
their new methods. This also shows that the live 
booksellers have rallied and are determined not 
to be ousted again from turning an honest penny 
in legitimate business. Booksellers that have not 
yetsent their orders should make immediate ap- 
plication to secure the benefit of the first edition. 
The paper on hand for the imprint edition Is 
limited to 25,000 copies. Should the orders con- 
tinue in the ratio of tne early responses, we 
shall be compelled to order more paper, and we 
shall be, glad to do so; but there will necessa- 
rily be some delay in the filling of such orders. 
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POSTAL MATTERS. 
THE NEW MONEY-ORDER SYSTEM. 


Dr. McDONALD, Superintendent of the Money- 
Order System of the Post-Office Department, we 
learn from the Cleveland Herald, has given it out 
that the law providing for ‘‘ postal rates’’ will go 
into effect on the 3d of September. The reduc- 
tion in fees to be charged the public for domes- 
tic money-orders will go into effect on the 2d 
of July, and after the same date a single do- 
mestic money-order may be issued for any 
amount from I cent to $100, instead of $50, as 
the limit has been hitherto. For orders not ex- 
ceeding $10 a fee of 8 cents will be charged. 
This fee is 2 or 3 cents less than the actual cost 
to the Government, but it makes up the loss 
from the increased fees charged for transmitting 
larger sums of money. As a matter of fact, it 
costs the government the same to transmit an 
order for $10 as it does one for $100, the clerical 
work being the same, but by the larger fee on 
larger orders the loss on the smaller ones is 
made up, the fee on an order for $100 being 45 
cents. The fees upon international money-or- 
ders remain unchanged. The question of in- 
creasing the maximum limit of a single inter- 
national money-order to $100 is to be considered 
by the post-office officials, though additional 
legislation on the part of Congress will be nec- 
essary to carry out this object. The money- 
order system is developing rapidly and growing 
in public esteem, as a safe means for the trans- 
mission of money. Last year the average loss 
was one out of 175,000 orders issued. The loss, 
however, does not fall upon the public unless 
the payer or payee is at fault, but.is collected by 
the Government from the official who is to 
blame, and made good to the loser. The inter- 
national order system is rapidly extending 
throughout the civilized world. It now embraces 
the United States, British North America, Great 
Britain and Ireland, Germany, Switzerland, 
Italy, France, Algeria, Jamaica, New South 
Wales, Victoria, New Zealand, Belgium, Tas- 
mania, British India, Denmark, Norway, Swe- 
den, the Netherlands, and Austria. On and after 
July 2, Portugal exchanges with the United 
States, and negotiations are in progress with the 
governments of the Hawaiian Kingdom and 
that of the Cape of Good Hope, and it is thought 
they will come into the circle by the 1st of Oc- 
tober, and Japan by the 1st of January next. 





BEDFORD THE BINDER. 


Mr. G. W. SMALLEY, in the 77idune, July 1, 
pays the following tribute to this famous binder : 

‘Mr. Bedford, the bookbinder, is dead. His 
name has been known for a generation, and his 
reputation during a long period stood higher 
than that of any English rival. ‘ Bound by F. 
Bedford” was at one time thought to be a guar- 
antee of good workmanship, and, which is not 
less important, of completeness in the book so 
Stamped. Of late years, Mr. Bedford’s standard 
ot excellence fell off. The American collector 
who cares for good examples of his work will 
do well to choose bindings executed not less than 
ten years ago. Ill health had something to do 
with the inferiority of the more recent work, 
and other causes which one need not now dwell 
upon. A man is perhaps entitled to be judged 
by his best—at any rate not by his worst work, 
and by the standard of his country. The best

things Bedford ever did never approached in 
merit the half dozen second best French binders, 
while to Trautz, incomparably the first artist of 
the century, nobody would dream of comparing 
Bedford. He himself cheerfully admitted the 
superiority of the French. I used to go to his 
place in York Street. He was always ready to 
discuss bindings, and I have heard him say more 
than once that all the good he knew he had 
learned while working with Capé (a Frenchman 
at one time in repute), while all the bad things 
he did he had been taught in England. He 
never pretended to originality. His standard of 
perfection was a mechanical standard. So far 
as design was concerned, he was content to 
copy—to reproduce a pattern in mosaic from a 
volume that had belonged to Grolier, or to imi- 
tate, which he did with exactness, the monoto- 
nous iteration of Roger Payne, perhaps the one 
Englishman who was capable of binding better 
than he knew.”’’ 





PUBLISHERS’ PROFITS.* 
To the Editor of The Nation : 


Sir: Your correspondent, Mr. Franklin, in 
the Vation of May 31, clearly points out the 
folly of attempting to determine the profits of 
author and publisher from a comparison of the 
gross receipts in each case. His statement, 
however, that ‘‘it is quite possible that, from 
the point of view of theoretical justice, not only 
five to one, but fifty to one, is an understate- 
ment of the difference between profits” in favor 
of the publisher, merely echoes the popular 


| opinion that authors as a class have a genuine 


grievance against publishers on the score of an 
unfair division of the net avails arising from the 
publication of books. 1 believe this opinion is 
erroneous, and therefore does publishers an in- 
justice. No doubt it owes its existence in large 
measure to the ignorance of those who hold it 
as to the cost attending the publication of books. 
Many individual cases of gross injustice upon 
the part of publisher toward author have oc- 
curred, and many others are likely to occur in 
the future, but with these I am not at present 
concerned. Are publishers as a class unjust to 
authors? It is so alleged. 

It is clear that the author whose reputation is 
established can have no ground for complaint, 
as he holds ‘‘ the balance of power,” and is ina 
position to dictate fair and honorable terms. 
Publishing houses are eager for books by the 
writer, the merit and popularity of whose pub- 
lished works are a sufficient guarantee to insure 
the success of any new production from his pen. 
Neither can the author grieve over an unjust 
division who sells his manuscripts outright for 
an agreed sum ; nor he who chooses to become 
his own publisher, and thus obtains whatever 
profit his venture realizes. The grounds for a 
real grievance can therefore exist, if at all, only 
with those writers who publish on the royalty 
plan, agreeing with their publishers to receive 
as their share of the profits a percentage of the 
retail price of their books. It is safe to say that 
the average sale of all books brought before the 
public on this plan will not exceed five thousand 
copies for any one publication; or, in other 
words, of books so published, those whole sale is 
less than five thousand exceed the number whose 
sale is greater. Now, any reliable publisher, I

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think, will verify the statement that unless the 
sale exceed five thousand copies, the author, 
nine times in ten, receives a larger profit than 
his publisher. For example, from a book whose 
retail price is fixed at $1.50, and which reaches 
an ultimate sale of five thousand copies, the 
author, at a rooalty of fifteen cents for each 
copy sold, will invariably derive a profit of $750, 
while the publisher’s profit will oftener be less 
than more than that sum. Were seventy-five 
cents, as erroneously stated in the ation of 
May 17, his true profit, he would realize a gain 
of $3750. But before he can ascertain his profit 
he must subtract from this amount the cost of 
the electrotype plates, the cost of the manufact- 
ure of the five thousand copies, the expense of 
advertising, shipping, collecting, his losses from 
bad accounts, the cost of -unsold copies and of 
those given for review, and any other outlay 
not here specified. 

However much “‘ theoretical justice” might 
be made to yield the author, practical justice 
cannot well do more for him than publishers as 
a class are now doing. W. W. WILLIAMS.

Editor Publishers’ Weekly : 


IN your issue of June 30th, you state that “Wm. 
A. Davis has been awarded the contract for 
supplying mucilage and ink to the Ist and 2d 
class post-offices, War and Treasury Depart- 
ments of the entire U. S.’’ This statement is 
wide of the mark and calculated to do other 
manufacturers a great injustice. The Treasury 
Department calls for thirteen kinds of ink. W. 
A. Davis gets the award for 50 gross cones, and 
J. D. Free gets the award on 20 doz. pints of 
Mr. Davis’s crimson. The balance of the ink is 
awarded to other parties. Soalso with mucilage, 
Mr. Davis gets only a portion. 

The War Department calls for thirteen kinds 
of ink, and Mr. Davis gets none of them, so 
also in the post-office he gets no ink, and only a 
part of the mucilage. 

I have no desire to detract from the honor ac- 
corded Mr. Davis, but it ought not be sought at 
the expense of truth. The fact is these contracts, 
are pretty well divided, and no one person con- 
trols them very largely... Itis reduced to a ques- 
tion of how much you are willing to lose or how 
small a margin you can get clear with. The 
government get their supplies at bottom prices, 
and nobody will ever get rich on the profits.

The Educational Catalogue has been found so valuable to the Trade, not only as a 
finding list, but for circulation among educational customers, for the purpose of soliciting orders 
and saving at the same time much troublesome correspondence, that its permanent continuance 
is recognized as a necessity. 

The catalogue this year follows the alphabetical system pronounced by the experience of the 
trade the most satisfactory for practical use. It includes a price-list arranged alphabetically by 
author’s or editor’s name, and a detailed subject-index, referring from each specific subject to 
authors of books on that subject, so that the advantages of both a finding list for the trade and 
a class catalogue for the use of schools are combined. 

No other list in the market gives this practical combination. And no other catalogue has ever been made approxi- 
mately so complete as this. Last year’s edition contained twice as many books as, or nearly 2500 more books, than 
either of the other lists that were offered to the trade. 

The list has been entirely reset, to include the new books in their proper alphabetical order, 
and also to embody all the corrections of prices, omissions, or other errors in last year’s cata- 
logue. 

Publishers’ prices are in all cases given—-re¢az/, if retail (in first column); ‘‘ met,” if ‘‘ net” 
(in second column); where a “ wai/ing”’ percentage is specified by the publisher, the “ mailing 
price” is given in the retail column marked with an asterisk. A carefully drawn explanation 
in the heading, to private buyers, adapts the catalogue to the use of the retail trade. 

It should be understood that, of the regular retail-price publishers, only the retail price is given, and the net prices 
only of those publishers who make it a practice to mail net-price lists to schools—in fact, make their net prices their 
regular school-supply prices. This point is emphasized in order to meet the objections raised to the quotation of net 
prices. 

It should be well considered that any attempt at withholding, from the educational public, what the publisher, through 
his agents, advertisements, lists, and circulars, takes special pains to make known, must be an unwise policy. It is not 
objectionable, but quite proper and legitimate, to charge the retail or mailing price for single copies of any book; but the 
Educational Catalogue is not generally given away to single-book customers. It is intended only for those who purchase 
for schools in quantities. Now any one putting himself on record by quoting fictitious prices, or prices other than those 
quoted by the publisher (which prices, it is now understood, are generally still: subject to a trade discount), necessarily 


must drive his school trade into the hands of those who solicit their orders from a catalogue, the prices of which tally 
with that of the publishers. 


The following paragraph from a previous year’s Educational Catalogue further elucidates the reasons for our strict adhe- 
rence to publishers’ prices: ‘* Plainly, if it wished to sustain its official character, it was bound to respect the desire of 
those who have a right to stance by their prices, and who, should their established prices be disregarded, could by their 
public protest soon discredit the Educational Catalogue as well as those who handled it for circulation. At atime when 
the public mind, from causes so often discussed and lamented in these columns, is fast losing faith in honest prices, so far 
as books are concerned, it is of the utmost importance that there be one official list which can be consulted with confidence 
by the public, as well as by the trade. 

In making up special orders for the Educational Catalogue, booksellers should bear 
in mind that it possesses not only temporary value, but will serve its purpose during the whole 
year. No imprint edition of less than 100 copies can be supplied. Orders for editions should 
be sent to us at once.
